STRASBOURG'S CLOCK OCTDOHE 


The Piece of Mechanism WUcli Requir- 
ed a Lifetime to Perfect 


New York Times, 


A wonderful clock, said to be su- 


perior in mechanism and the varie- 
ty of its performances to the famed 
Strasbourg astronomical and apos- 
tolic clock, will be placed on exhibi- 
tion in Tammany Hall to-day, and 
for a considerable time will remain 
there for the inspection of the pub- 
lic. This clock was constructed at 
Detroit by Professor Felix Meiers, 
a gentleman who has devoted his 
entire life to the study ot astronomy 
and mechanics. It is called the 
American 
national 
astronomical 


clock, and it is probably the most 
complex and ingenious horologieal 
work that the hand of man has ever 
piodneed. The clock is 18 feet 
high, 8 feet wide and 5 feet deep, 
and weighs 4,000 pounds. It is 
wound once in twelve days, and is 
run by weights of 700 pounds 
_It 


shows the local time in hours, min- 
uteo and fceconds. and the time of 
thirteen othu cities of the world, 
among whuh aie Washington, San 
Fianciseo, Melbourne, Ptkin,Cairo, 
Constantinople,St. Peteisburg.Lon- 
dou, Berlin and Palis. It also de- 
notes the movements of the planets, 
aud measures their movements by 
seasons, >ears aud cycles for 200 
^eus, including leap yeais Con- 
cealed in ite interior is a music-box, 
which plays when Death strikes 
each hour. At the same moment 
th< figure of Washington, seated in 
a chair beneath a canopy, rises to his 
feet, holding the Declaration of In- 
dependence in his hand. A livened 
servant sitting at the light hand 
aKo rKo i and opens a door, through 
which come all the presidents of the 
United StuUs, who march iu review 
beloie the effigy of Washington, sa- 
luting him as they pass. The pro- 
cession disappears thiough a door 
on the opposite .side of the platform, 
whieh is opened and closed by a ser- 
vant in gorgeous livery 
The like- 


npsses of these figures, ineludrng 
that of Piesident Hayes, who is in 
the icai, tire said to be excellent 
As soon as the door is closed the fig- 
ure of Washington resumes its chair 
of state, and all is quiet until the 
hammer of death again sounds the 
hour on the gong, when the extrtior-
